ITEM - 4: DIRECTOR’S REPORT: 

 

Bill Anderson announced the San Diego Metro Planning Association gave 

the City of San Diego an excellent score for the General Plan.  We are 

honored and thankful for receiving that award from our peers in the 

planning profession.  From here we take on to the State and see how we do 

at the State level and I will keep you posted. 

 

Just an update on some of the community planning efforts.  We had a 

meeting last night at Barrio Logan looking at the alternatives that might be  

evaluated as part of the CEQA process but also continued evaluation as 

part of the planning process.  There was spirited debate on the scenarios 

on whether one scenario or multiple scenarios should be evaluated to 

accommodate some of the minority views.  The majority view most of the 

residence supported scenarios that reduced the amount of uses that would 

permit industrial type of functions.  Some of the business property owners 

and others wanted more analysis of those alternatives too.  So we are 

proceeding with analysis of alternatives, but at this juncture the residence 

want to make it clearly known that they prefer a scenario that limits the 

amount of industrial use in the neighborhood. 

 

The San Diego River Park Master Plan and community zoning 

amendments held a notice of preparation for the program EIR on April 

20
th

 and the closing date for comments was May 6
th

.  The Master Plan and 

amendments will go out to the community planning groups and advisory 

groups as an information item in late summer or early fall.  The draft 

program EIR plan will be sent out to the public in late spring 2010 and the 

Master Plan will contain the design guidelines for the River Park and the 
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zoning amendments will contain the development regulations.  By 

deferring to the 2010 timeline, that allows us to more closely coordinate 

with the Grantville Master Plan that includes a segment of the San Diego 

River.  Also, in the budget request for FY10 are funds to begin the plan 

update for Mission Valley.  We want the river plan to be provided with 

that process. 

 

Uptown/North Park/Golden Hills we expect to bring the selected 

consultant firms for public outreach urban design and the historic surveys 

to City Council for approval in early to mid June. 

 

San Ysidro Community plan update the primary consultant are RF fee as 

advertised April 23
rd

.  Our peak closing date is June 11
th

.  And the pre-

submittal conference is today, May 14
th

 from 11:00 am to 1:00 pm at 

Civic Center Plaza in the large conference room on the 14
th

 floor.  We 

expect to have a contract approved by August and would like to begin the 

plan update process with the stakeholders committee kick off meeting this 

September.  

 

Midway/Old Town Community plan update the primary consultant RF fee 

will be advertised on June 4

 with pre-submittal conference on June 23

and the RF fee closing date will be July 16
th

.  We expect to have a contract
